WasaiNcToy, September 25.—Colonel
Rankin, Register of the Land Office at Ol-
mpia, in Washington Territory, bas arrived
iem from the Island of San Juan, Hereports
that if the intentions of Governor Douglass
had been carried out, there would have been
a collision between the British and American
forces, as the vessels Sutellite and Plumper
had orders from him to fire, but Admiral
Bayne opportunely arrived und superseded
him in command of the English ship’s of war,
five in number,

The original mirunderstanding was with
the Hudson Buy Company, the interests of
which were represented by Governor Dou-
rluss. The lnllnlul of San Juan had been
in the ocenpnney of the Americans at least
eighteen months, nobody sceming o ques-
tion their rights, and for a longer period was
considered and treated in o] respects ns be-
longing to Washington Territory. Jt was
not until Gen. Harney applied to and was
informed by Boundary Commissioner Camp-
bell, that our title to the island was clear and
certain, that he despatehed troops thither at
the earnest reguest of the residents, who
elaimed protection from British aggression,
and especinlly from the predatory incursions
of Northern Indians who had even tuken
and held possession ofa lighthouse for three
days, and nninst whom private expeditions
had repentedly been sent to chastise them.—
Col. Rankin says the people of Wushington
Territory and of the Pucific Btates nre
unanimous for our retention of the lsland of
San Juan. And such is their enthusiasm
that if the United States troops should be
directed to vacate it, private parties in for-
midable numbers would immediately occupy
that important position, and not surrender
without & severe struggle.

Captain Brown, of the Morning Star, fur-
nishes to the Honolulu Advertiser somo in- |
formation as to the murderous doings of the
natives in the islands of the Marquesas I
He says: !

“Weanchored on the dthof June, and found |
the people of Fatuliva, as usunl, at war, that |
is, hutchering ench other. 1 think the na-
tives of this ishand are the worstin the group,
They are great warriors when they ean find
their vietims asleep.  About the time of our
arrival the warriors of Oomos made s desceut
upon  Hanavavi, three miles distant, just

[ts inmutes rushed out,only tobe
shot down.  Two men and two women fell,
and their severed heads were earried off in
trinmph. A ehild, two yenrs old, was taken

The mother made her eseape, and begeed in
vain for her child. It was taken to Oumon,
cruelly tortured und finally strangled, and |
wiven, as some of themselves said, to the |
devil, to propitiate him and gain his favor
and ussistance in battle. A chief strutted
about the beach and claimed the honor of
having killed a womun, whose head our peo-
plesaw salted down in a tub.  Ile eame on
board and asked me for flints. [ said, “No,
if I give you flints you will use them to shoot
women.” e finally said he would shoot
only men.  [asked him if 1 could visit the
fabir ground, were they bad placed the little
dead girl, e said they had w gotl up there,
meaning o god: that noe one who ate with
women could be sllowed to visit the place,
whicli is a beauttful conconut grove, upon o
lithquite near the anchorage, aud from which
tue truitis never taken.”
